When so mixed, and the paint 
thus being made ready for use, each gallon so made will cover over 275 to 325, 
and over, square feet of surface, two coats. The number of square feet covered 
is dependent upon the condition of the surface. 

To estimate the quantity of paint required for a given surface, add the num- 
ber of feet of width of front and rear to the number of feet of length of build- 
ing (both sides) , multiply by the average height, and divide by 275 to 325, as 
above indicated for two coats.
